. Hence the herring fishers of Man, 
meeting either Scots or Irish 
fishermen, have, or had, small

_ The Celts gave Man their Jan- 
guage, and this language burvived 
the centuries-—weathering even 
¢he changes brought, about liy the 
Reformation. But little of the 
island’s language found its way 
on to paper, except some ballads 
and caroly, These Jatter were 
sung on Christmas Eve or Oiel 
Voirrey, the feast. ‘of St. Mary. 
One of the earliest: monuments of 


-,of Common Prayer drawn up and 
issued by Bishop Phillips at the 


beginning of the seventeenth cen- | 


tury. At this period, and up to 
one hundred years later, so flour- 
ishing was’ the Manx language 
that two-thirds of the island’s in- 
habitants knew no English. 

The Last Manx Bible. 


In 1764, hardly any of the 20,000 ! 


people living in Man knew any 
other tongue than Manx. . These 
people thought and -talked in 
Manx, The Bibles and’ prayer- 
books in their homes were printed 
én Manx. ‘Their children learned 
Manx in their schools.” In 1840 
came the last issue of the New 
. Testament in Manx, end within 
. thirty-five years the number of 
people able to speak English and 
Manx had grown’ to over 12,000; 
the number able to speak only 
Manx had decreased to 190. 
‘The Manx language has a 


strong Scandinavian flavour, and- 


at least. one-third of the Manx 
proper names are ef Scandinavian 
origin, This is “not surprising 
when it. is remembered that. 
“Orry, the Dane,” was Manxland's 
first Norse ruler, In_ the 
thirteenth century :miany Scots: 
Gaelic words found their way into 
‘the Manx language, since the

. sion of Alexander III. of Scotland.

“BLACK REPUBLIC” FIGURES 
IN A STRANGE BEQUEST. 


BARRISTER 1 ‘ER -RECITES, 


- A negro’s Bequest to the parent 
body of the. Universal Negro 
Improvement Association . for 
“the redemption of Africa” was 
the subject of an appeal which 
came before the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in 
London, on January 19, and_dur- 
ing the hearing what was describ- 
ed-as “a universal Ethiopian an- 
them" was recited by Mr. Gavin 
Simonds, K.C, 
The anthem was as follows:— 
' Ethiopia, the land of our 
fathers,

For “Redemption” of Africa. 


The case before the Commitee 
—which was composed.f Vis- 
count. Haldane, Lord Shaw, and 
Lord Carson—was an appeal from 
a judgment of the Supreme Court}. 
of British Honduras relative to 
the validity of a bequest to: an 
aiieyed illegal society. The appel- 
lants were the Universal Negro 
Improvement Association (Incor. 
porated) and others, and the res- 
pondent was Mrs. Morter, whose 
husband—a negro named Isaiah 
Emmanuel Morter—made a: be- 
quest of his real and personal 
testate as to the residue of his real 
Universal . Negro Improvement 
Association for the African Re- 
demption Fund, states the "Glas- 
gow Herald.” 

‘The Supreme Court held: that 
the bequest was inoperative and 
void as being against public policy 
and: that the testator died in- 
estate as to the residue of his real 
and personal estate; The: Judge 
held that the gifts were for an 
illegal -purpose and contrary to| 
public policy on the ground that, 
in his view, the redemption of 
Africa was intended to be effect- 
ed, not by peaceful and constitu- 
tional methods, but by revolutidn 
and war to drive out the existing 
Governments'in Africa and estab- 
lish a Black Republic. He based 
his conclusion | on provisions in 
the Constitution book, and on 
articles in ‘The Negro World,” 
which Mr. Simonds ‘(appearing 
for the appellants) described as 
having | been written hy a hot- 
ead. ‘
